Community  Capital  Campaign 

Seven  million 
pledged  to  date

With  a firm  seven  million 
dollars  already  pledged  to  the 
Community  Capital  Campaign, 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community 
is  more  than  hallway  home  in 
its  attempt  to  raise  the  $13  mil- 
lion necessary  for  relocation  to 
the  Broadview  Campus. 

“In  just  five  weeks  we  have 
realized  54  per  cent  of  our  total 
goal,"  an  elated  Campaign 
Chair  Roger  Greenberg  said. 
“It  is  remarkable  to  be  able  to 
report  this  initial  achievement 
at  this  early  stage  of  the  cam- 
paign. 

“The  next  phase  of  our  cam- 
paign is  to  reach  out  to  the  com- 
munity with  members  of  our 
campaign  team  speaking  per- 
sonally to  each  and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  community.” 

For  purposes  of  canvassing, 
the  community  has  been  divid- 
ed into  seven  divisions,  each 
representing  a specific  level. 
Each  division  chair  will  be 
directly  involved  in  the  recruit- 
ment of  vice-chairs  who  will 
serve  as  canvassers.

Canvassing  will  be  conduct- 
ed on  a two-on-one  basis  with 
the  exception  of  the  Division 
VII  Phonathon.  The  Public 
Relations  Committee,  chaired 
by  Mark  Resnick,  has  created 
canvassing  tools  in  the  form  of 
a video  program  and  a detailed 
campaign  brochure  to  aid  can- 
vassers in  presenting  a positive 
case  for  community  support. 

More  than  100  people  have 
already  responded  to  the  call  to 
serve  as  canvassers  in  the  cam- 
paign organization. 

“The  community  has  indi- 
cated it  is  behind  this  effort  all 
the  way,”  Greenberg  said. 
“With  all  members  of  the  com- 
munity pitching  in  to  the  very 
best  of  their  ability,  we’re  going 


to  create  something  very  spe- 
cial on  the  Broadview  Campus 
that  will  serve  generations  of 
Ottawa’s  Jewish  citizens  well 
into  the  next  century. 

“The  balance  to  goal  of  six 
million  dollars  is  very  doable," 
he  said.  “Between  now  and  the 
campaign's  closing  date  of 
August  31,  with  all  of  us 
pulling  together,  we'll  do  it. 

“We  will  be  very  proud  of  our 
accomplishments  as  a Jewish 
community  and  through  these 
efforts  preserve  our  heritage 
for  future  generations."

Comprehensive  peace  agreement 
only  solution  in  Middle  East

Israel  has  come  under  criticism  in  the 
media  and  elsewhere  for  its  recent  opera- 
tions in  Lebanon  aimed  at  stopping  the 
attacks  on  its  northern  villages.  At  this 
time,  it  is  important  for  the  Jewish  commu- 
nity in  the  Diaspora  to  support  the  govern- 
ment and  the  people  of  Israel  as  they  try  to 
deal  with  an  extremely  difficult  situation. 

As  Jews  we  know  all  too  well  the  suffer- 
ing that  the  Lebanese  people  must  be  going 
through  as  they  try  to  come  to  terms  with 
the  ravages  of  war  and  we  offer  our  condo- 
lences to  the  families  of  all  the  victims. 

On  the  other  hand,  Israel  has  a right  to 
protect  its  citizens  from  terrorist  attacks. 
Hezbollah  rocket  attacks  have  caused  con- 
siderable damage  in  northern  Israel. 
Amongst  the  damage,  the  Canada  Centre  in 
Metulla,  which  the  Ottawa  Jewish  commu- 
nity helped  fund,  was  hit  by  a Katyusha 
rocket  that  landed  only  metres  away. 
Thankfully,  nobody  was  hurt  as  the  centre 
had  been  closed  since  the  start  of  hostili- 
ties, but  the  damage  to  the  building  has 
been  estimated  at  $1  million  (US). 

But  the  real  tragedy  is  not  about  build- 
ings, but  about  people.  The  present  con- 
frontation accelerated  when  the  government 
of  Israel  refused  to  accept  the  constant 
shelling  of  the  northern  communities  by  the 
Hezbollah  guerrillas  based  in  Lebanon.  In 


order  to  save  lives  and  until  an  agree- 
ment is  achieved,  thousands  of  people 
who  live  along  the  confrontation  line 
have  been  evacuated  from  their  homes. 
These  people  know  that  they  are  alive 
because  they  have  been  evacuated 
from  the  war  zone,  but  this  does  not 
make  their  situation  any  easier. 

The  only  solution  to  the  violence  in 
the  northern  region  is  a comprehensive 
peace  agreement  that  will  ensure  security 
on  both  sides  of  the  border.  The  Israeli  gov- 
ernment has  stated  that  if  a peace  agree- 
ment is  reached,  it  would  withdraw  all  its 
forces  from  southern  Lebanon  within  nine 
months.  Israel  awaits  a response. 

In  order  to  achieve  a lasting  peace  in  the 
region,  the  Lebanese  government  and  the 
Syrians  must  rein  in  terrorists  in  southern 
Lebanon.  As  long  as  terrorists  are  allowed 
to  launch  attacks  against  Israel  and  its  cit- 
izens, the  Israeli  government  will  be  forced 
to  do  whatever  it  must  do  to  protect  its  cit- 
izens. 

We  in  the  Diaspora  must  do  our  part  as 
well.  We  must  observe  and  discuss  events 
in  the  Middle  East  in  the  context  that  war 
is  hell  for  ail  living  souls.  We  must  call, 
write,  and  visit  our  friends  and  families  in 
Israel  and  show  support  for  them  in  their 
time  of  angst.  We  must  not  lose  faith  in  the 
quest  for  peace  as  this  avenue  remains  the 
only  serious  option  to  prevent  further 
bloodshed. 

We  have  just  finished  celebrating  Yom 
Ha’Atzmaut.the  48th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  State  of  Israel.  Let  us  hope 
that  the  next  anniversary  will  see  Israel  and 
her  neighbours  celebrating  a peace  that  will 
provide  security  and  prosperity  for  all. 


Exciting  times,  gratifying  times 


These  are  exciting  times  in  the  history  of 
Ottawa’s  Jewish  community.  The  excite- 
ment, which  currently  is  just  on  the  verge  of 
exploding,  will  soon  reach  into  every  nook 
and  cranny. 

I am  referring  to  the  new  undertaking 
which  will  bring  modem,  up-to-date  facili- 
ties covering  the  broad  range  of  Jewish  com- 
munal educational,  cultural  and  care  insti- 
tutions into  one  central  area.  The  many 
schools  housed  on  Broadview  will  soon  have  a 
new  Jewish  Community  Centre  near  that  cam- 
pus, and  eventually  a new  Hillel  Lodge  will  be 
built  on  that  site. 

We  all  owe  a great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
many  people,  young  and  old,  who  have  invest- 
ed incredible  amounts  of  time,  energy,  wisdom 
and  financial  resources  to  bring  this  long- 
talked  about  project  into  “virtual  reality”. 

They  realized  that  at  certain  critical  junc- 
tures in  a community’s  life,  we  must  move  for- 
ward or  else  we  risk  the  perils  of  stagnation. 
We  have  all  the  excuses  necessary  for  inaction, 
including  the  fact  that  the  economy  is  in  bad 
shape,  and  we  cannot  afford  it. 

But  when  everyone  else  is  downsizing,  our 
community’s  leaders  are  into  “empha-sizing” 
our  future,  and  putting  all  into  this  endeavor. 

With  all  the  effort,  we  will  be  hard  pressed 
to  translate  new  edifices  into  new  vigor  and 
new  commitment  without  the  most  vital  ingre- 
dient - the  community  itself,  young  and  old, 
east  and  west,  religious  and  not  yet  religious. 
The  builders  will  build  it,  the  rest  of  the  com- 
munity will  make  it  or  break  it. 

And,  at  the  same  time  as  the  community 
focus  will  be  on  this  great  project,  we  should 
not  lose  sight  of  another  significant  effort  that 
was  launched  by  the  community  this  year,  an 
effort  which  I hope  will  grow  with  the  years. 

I speak  of  the  Yitzhak  Rabin  High  School, 
now  in  its  first  year  of  operation.  Many  who 
were  privilieged  to  experience  the  school’s  open

house  were  greatly  impressed  with  the  excite- 
ment of  the  staff  and  the  students,  the  bonding 
among  the  students,  the  commitment  of  the 
teachers  and  their  dedication  to  the  promulga- 
tion of  Jewish  values. 

Every  study  of  “Jewish  continuity”  indicates 
that  going  to  a Jewish  High  School  is  the  clos- 
est thing  to  a guarantee  of  one’s  Jewishness 
continuing  into  the  next  generation.  This  com- 
munity all-day  high  school,  added  to  OTI  and 
Machon  Sarah,  is  central  to  bringing  Ottawa 
into  the  “major  league”  of  Jewish  communities. 

And  along  these  lines  of  positive  develop- 
ments within  our  community,  we  should  take 
note  of  a new  group  that  has  recently  been 
formed,  the  Ottawa  Branch  of  the  Coalition  of 
Jewish  Women  for  the  Get. 

This  group,  launched  primarily  through  the 
efforts  of  Robin  Mader,  is  a welcome  addition  to 
the  community’s  mosaic. 

Generally,  Ottawa  fares  well  when  it  comes 
to  granting  a Get,  the  document  necessary  to 
finalize  divorce  according  to  Jewish  law,  there- 
by allowing  the  former  spouses  to  remarry. 

Our  congregation  took  the  lead  a number  of 
years  ago  in  passing  a resolution  which  reads 
as  follows: 

Any  spouse  who,  following  dissolution  of 
marriage  via  civil  decree,  refuses  to  cooperate  in 
the  process  of  assuring  that  a Get  is  finalized 
according  to  Jewish  law  in  a Bet  Din  recog- 
nized by  the  Israeli  Chief  Rabbinate,  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  be  a member  of  Congregation 
Machzikei  Hadas.

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Auschwitz  heroine  honored  by  Polish  government

On  March  21,  on  behalf  of  my  sister, 
Esther  Wajcblum,  I accepted  a posthu- 
mous medal  of  valor,  the  “Cross  of 
Auschwitz”.  The  moving  ceremony 
took  place  at  the  Polish  Embassy  in 
Ottawa. 

The  Polish  government  bestowed 
this  honor  on  my  sister  for  her  part  in 
the  Sonderkommando  uprising  at 
Auschwitz  in  October  1944.  Esther  was 
one  of  four  young  Jewish  women  who 
were  caught,  tortured  and  executed  as 
resistance  fighters  for  their  role  in  the 
uprising.  The  other  women  were  Ala 
Gertner,  Roza  Robota  and  Regina 
Safirztajn. 

Esther,  Ala  and  Regina  worked  as 
slave  laborers  in  the  “Union”  munitions 
factory  at  Auschwitz-Birkenau.  As 
“essential  workers”  they  had  the  best 
chance  of  survival.  Nevertheless,  risk- 
ing their  lives  every  day,  they  stole  gun- 
powder from  the  munitions  factory. 
Secreting  the  gunpowder  on  their  bod- 
ies, they  smuggled  it  past  the  SS 
guards.  Had  the  women  been  caught  at 
the  daily  searches,  they  would  have 
been  executed  immediately.  They  gave 
the  smuggled  gunpowder  to  the  fourth 


woman,  Roza,  who  then  passed  it  on  to 
the  Sonderkommando,  the  slave  crema- 
toria workers. 

Before  it  was  put  down  by  the  SS, 
the  Sonderkommando  revolt  succeeded 
in  destroying  Krematorium  Number 
Four  at  Auschwitz.  Four  hundred  Jew- 
ish and  non-Jewish  prisoners  died  in 
the  revolt  and  its  aftermath.  After 
months  of  interrogation  and  torture, 
the  four  women  were  publicly  executed 
as  resistance  fighters  before  the  whole 
camp  on  January  6,  1945,  less  than  two 
weeks  before  Auschwitz  was  forcibly 
and  brutally  evacuated  by  the  Nazis 
before  the  advancing  Red  Army. 

More  than  50  years  later,  His  Excel- 
lency, Tadeusz  Diem,  the  Polish  ambas- 
sador to  Canada,  honored  the  four  Jew- 
ish resistance  fighters  in  a moving 
speech.  Hana  Cammy,  chair  of  the 
Shoah  Committee,  followed  with  a 
speech  of  appreciation  and  support. 

Danika  Faiola,  the  nine-year-old 
great-niece  of  Esther,  and  my  grand- 
daughter, also  spoke.  Danika  said  that 
she  hoped  that  she,  her  brother  Jory, 
and  her  cousins  Jesse  and  Jacob 
Schwartz  will  be  guided  by  the  example 
of  the  bravery  and  courage  of  their 


great-aunt  Esther. 

In  my  speech  accepting  the  honor,  I 
mentioned  that  the  medal  reached 
beyond  differences  of  religion,  national- 
ity, politics  and  cultural  background. 
The  medal  recognizes  and  honors  those 
who  did  not  abandon  their  humanity  in 


circumstances  where  sadism  and  mur- 
der reigned  supreme.  I quoted  David 
Wyman,  who  in  his  book  The  Abandon- 
ment of  the  Jews  writes  that  “these  few 
unfortunate  Jewesses  attempted  to  do 
what  the  Allied  Forces,  with  all  their 
might,  did  not  want  to  do”.

Jewish  continuity 
is  community  priority

Everyone  knows  the  problem:  assimilation, 
intermarriage,  lack  of  Jewish  affiliation,  dimin- 
ished attendance  at  synagogues,  Jews  who  know 
little  about  Judaism.  The  question  is:  What  can 
we  do  about  it?  How  can  we  change  apathy  to 
commitment,  disinterest  to  pride,  a sense  of  bur- 
den into  a source  of  pleasure  and  contentment,  a 
goal  to  strive  towards  rather  than  a set  of  beliefs 
to  run  away  from.  Everyone  knows  the  problem 
and  the  question,  but  who  knows  the  answer?  Do 
you? 

Statistics  come  from  Jewish  communities  in 
the  U.S.,  Canada  and  England  confirming  the 
immediate  need  to  do  something  positive  before 
our  numbers  decline  even  further.  Recent 
research  shows  that  even  a Jewish  day-school 
education  alone,  divorced  from  family  belief  and 
ritual  observance,  is  not  enough. 

The  Continuity  Committee  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad 
Ha’Ir,  chaired  by  Donna  Dolansky,  is  one  of  many 
community  groups  around  the  world  which  are 
trying  to  come  up  with  solutions  to  this  problem. 
Its  goals  are  to  educate,  to  connect  and  to  facili- 
tate: to  educate  people  of  all  ages  about  the 
importance  and  relevance  of  Jewish  learning;  to 


connect  people  who  are  working  along  similar 
paths;  and  to  facilitate  the  efforts  of  any  Jewish 
organizations  which  share  these  goals. 

Last  year,  the  committee  produced  a guide  to 
Ottawa  Jewish  programming  opportunities.  The 
guide,  which  was  distributed  with  the  Bulletin, 
highlighted  the  wide  range  of  Jewish  educational 
and  recreational  activities  already  available  in 
Ottawa  for  the  youngest  children  to  senior  citi- 
zens. 

In  addition,  the  Centre  for  Jewish  Continuity 
“Hot  Line”  has  been  established.  It  is  a central 
one-stop  reference  spot  to  find  out  what’s  going 
on,  how  to  meet  Jewish  people,  who  is  available 
to  speak  at  a meeting,  how  to  get  a program  start- 
ed, or  where  to  find  a family  which  would  like  to 
host  out-of-town  students  for  a Shabbat  dinner.

“It's  been  a great  growth  year  for  JET,”  Director 
Rabbi  Zischa  Shaps  says  happily.  “More  people  know 
about  us,  more  people  are  becoming  more  involved  and 
interested  in  what  we  have  to  offer.” 

Shaps  credits  the  growth  of  Jewish  Education 
Through  Torah  - JET  - with  the  fact  that  Judaism  pro- 
vides the  meaning  and  value  people  are  constantly 
searching  for  in  their  lives. 

“Judaism  doesn’t  make  changes  to  suit  the  times,”  the 
committed  educator  says.  “We  go  with  the  basic  beliefs

and  eventually  everybody  comes  back  to  the  rock  values 
Judaism  started  with. 

"JET  may  provide  the  foundation  through  our  classes 
but  ultimately  it  is  those  who  take  the  classes  who  are 
bringing  other  people  in."

Action  Plan:  Negev 
Redressing  Settlements 

Some  settlements  in  the  northern  Negev  have  been  serious- 
ly affected  by  the  crisis  in  agriculture.  Since  farming  solutions 
do  not  appear  to  be  a realistic  option  for  them,  it  is  urgent  that 
other  ways  be  found  to  redress  their  financial  and  social  diffi- 
culties. A ready  solution  would  appear  to  lie  in  the  use  of  lands 
in  the  northern  Negev  to  meet  the  growing  public  demand  for 
spacious  housing  with  a high  quality  of  life  adjacent  to  sought- 
after  regions.  The  potential  for  such  use  exists  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  regional  councils  of  Be’er  Tuvia,  Lachish,  Shaar 
HaNegev,  the  Ashkelon  Coast  and  Shaffir. 

Such  a program  would  positively  affect  the  development  of 
the  Negev,  including  that  of  Beersheba  as  a metropolis,  there- 
by creating  a major  urban  centre  in  the  south  in  keeping  with 
national  planning  goals. 

Existing  settlements  would  undergo  intensive  development, 
including  the  possibility  of  linking  them  to  one  another  and 
establishing  new  ones.  This  will  achieve  two  goals:  on  the  local 
level,  it  will  help  communities  in  financial  and  social  difficul- 
ties; on  the  national  level,  it  will  promote  population  dispersal 
and  the  development  of  the  Negev.

Kiddush  Levanah  observes 
monthly  renewal  of  the  moon

A citizen  of  Chelm  once  asked  his 
rabbi:  “Which  is  more  important,  the  sun 
or  the  moon?” 

“What  a silly  question!”  snapped  the 
sage.  “The  moon  of  course!  If  it  didn’t 
shine  at  night,  it  would  be  so  dark  we 
couldn’t  see  a thing.  On  the  other  hand, 
who  needs  the  sun  to  shine  by  day  when 
it  is  already  broad  daylight?” 

Kiddush  Levanah  (Sanctification  of 
the  moon),  also  known  as  Birkath  Lev- 
anah (Blessing  of  the  moon),  is  a ceremo- 
ny discussed  in  the  Talmud  (Sanhedrin 
42a).  This  monthly  prayer,  said  under  the 
open  sky,  opens  with  a blessing  praising 
the  Creator  of  the  heavenly  bodies  who 
decreed  the  monthly  renewal  of  the 
moon. 

It  is  obligatory  to  recite  Kiddush  Lev- 
anah each  month.  The  first  time  it  can  be 
said  is  after  three  days  have  elapsed 
since  the  new  moon  (Rosh  Chodesh),  but 
it  can  be  said  up  to  14  full  days,  18  hours 
and  22  minutes  from  the  new  moon. 

Since  Kiddush  Levanah  should  be  said 
joyously,  there  are  certain  situations 
where  its  saying  is  postponed.  It  is  not 
said  during  the  first  nine  days  in  the 
month  of  Av,  but  rather  is  said  at  the  end 
of  the  fast  of  Tisha  B’Av.  Some  also  do  not 
say  it  during  the  Ten  Days  of  Repentance 
but  wait  until  after  Yom  Kippur. 

Kiddush  Levanah  should  not  be  said 
on  a Friday  night,  or  on  a festival  night, 
unless  it  is  the  last  night  to  say  it. 

It  is  preferable  to  recite  Kiddush  Levanah  on 
Saturday  night,  when  one  is  in  a good  mood 
from  Shabbat  and  dressed  in  nice  garments.  If 
one  is  unable  to  say  it  at  this  time  due  to  the 
moon  not  being  visible,  it  can  be  said  later  in 
the  week,  provided  that  this  postponement  will 
not  push  it  past  the  deadline. 

If  the  moon  is  covered  by  a cloud,  Kiddush 
Levanah  should  not  be  said  unless  the  cloud  is 
thin  and  broken  up.  If,  however,  the  cloud  cov- 
ers the  moon  during  the  blessing,  it  should  be 
concluded.  To  avoid  this  problem,  one  should 
avoid  gazing  at  the  moon  after  begining  the 
blessing.  If  one  knows  beforehand  that  the 
blessing  cannot  be  concluded  before  the  moon 
will  become  obscured,  one  should  not  begin  it. 

If  one  is  unable  for  whatever  reason  to  say 
Kiddush  Levanah  outside,  it  is  permissible  to 
say  it  in  the  house  from  a window  or  door  where 
the  moon  is  visible. 

It  is  preferable  to  say  Kiddush  Levanah  with 
a minyan.  If  this  is  not  possible,  one  should  try 
to  say  it  with  at  least  three  other  people  in  order 
to  exchange  the  Shalom  Aleichem  greeting,  but 
if  this  too  is  not  possible,  it  can  be  said  alone. 


Kiddush  Levanah  can  only  be  said  at  night 
when  the  moon  is  shining  and  one  can  benefit 
from  its  light.  If  the  moon  becomes  visible  at  the 
beginning  of  the  night,  before  the  Maariv  ser- 
vice, and  there  remain  several  nights  in  which 
to  say  Kiddush  Levanah,  Maariv  is  recited  first 
followed  by  Kiddush  Levanah.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  there  remains  only  two  or  three  nights  in 
which  to  recite  Kiddush  Levanah,  it  is  recited 
before  Maariv  for  fear  that  the  moon  may  be 
obscured  by  clouds  for  the  remaining  period  in 
which  to  sanctify  the  moon.  This  is  especially 
applicable  in  the  rainy  season  or  winter 
months. 

The  Talmud  tells  us  that  one  who  blesses  the 
new  moon  in  its  proper  time  is  regarded  like 
one  who  greets  the  Shechinah  (G-d’s  Presence). 
For  the  only  way  one  can  recognize  the  exis- 
tence of  G-d  is  through  His  works.  Therefore, 
when  one  greets  the  moon,  one  greets  its 
Maker.  In  addition,  the  moon  appearing  period- 
ically in  several  phases  is  symbolic  of  the  Jew- 
ish people  whose  history  consists  of  varied 
phases.  Like  the  moon,  the  Jews  regularly  reap- 
pear after  being  temporarily  eclipsed.

Horn  HaShoah  1996 


“Unto  Every  Person  There  is  a 
Name”  was  the  theme  of  this  year’s 
annual  Yom  HaShoah  Commemora- 
tion. 

Close  to  600  filled  the  auditorium 
at  151  Chapel  on  Tuesday,  April  16. 
Each  person  entering  received  a card 
with  a name,  date,  age  and  city  of  an 
individual  who  perished  in  the  Holo- 
caust and  was  asked  to  light  a candle 
in  that  person's  memory.  Of  the 
6,000,000  Jews  who  perished, 
1,500,000  were  children. 

The  event  was  sombre  and  digni- 
fied. The  program  began  with  the  tra- 
ditional Colour  Party  led  by  the  Jew- 
ish War  Veterans.  Six  candles,  each 
representing  one  million  who  per- 
ished, were  lit  by  Holocaust  survivors 
and  second  and  third  generations. 
Representing  the  State  of  Israel  and 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  community 
respectively,  Eli  Yerushalmi,  charge 


d’affaires,  Embassy  of  Israel,  and 
Lawrence  Greenberg,  president, 
Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir  lit  the  final  can- 
dle. The  legacy  was  read  by  Lea  Kalin 
and  David  Shentow,  the  acceptance 
by  Shirley  Schildkraut  and  the  rab- 
binical address  was  delivered  by 
Rabbi  Steven  Garten.  The  Educator’s 
Award  was  given  to  Murray  Letts  of 
St.  Patrick’s  High  School  for  his  out- 
standing efforts  and  achievements  in 
Holocaust  Education. 

The  community  was  silent,  filled 
with  emotion,  as  22  children,  the 
“Voices  of  our  Legacy",  under  the 
direction  of  Cantor  Daniel  Benlolo  and 
Shirley  Schildkraut,  performed  such 
songs  as  Ani-Mamin  and  Unter  der 
Geler  Lata. 

This  annual  commemoration  was 
organized  by  the  Ottawa  Shoah  (Holo- 
caust) Remembrance  Committee 
under  the  leadership  of  Hana  Cammy.

BETTY  GOODWIN 

Tarpaulin  No.  3,  1975 

National  Gallery  of  Canada 


If  you  think  this  looks  like  something  that  fell  off  a 
truck,  you  wouldn't  be  far  from  the  truth.  Twenty-five 
years  ago  transport  trucks  were  covered  with  canvas. 
Betty  Goodwin  observed  these  heavy,  dirty  coverings 
being  repaired  in  huge  factories  and,  as  was  her  usual 
way,  took  photographs  to  have  for  future  reference. 
Then  realising  how  she  could  use  these  tarpaulins,  each 
one  with  its  own  history  of  marks,  tears,  stains  and 
repairs,  the  Tarpaulin  series  began. 

Some  of  that  history  was  enhanced,  some  sub- 
merged, but  everything  you  see  is  deliberate.  Once  the 
tarpaulin  was  in  her  hands  the  accidental  history 
stopped  as  she  carefully  manipulated  its  surface  by 
folding,  adding  strings,  rope,  tape  paint  and  even 
sewing  on  it  with  her  machine  as  if  she  were  painting  a 
landscape. 

Goodwin  explains  why  her  works  come  in  series: 
“They  begin  to  resemble  springs,  in  the  sense  that  the 
first  works  iij>the  cycle  will  force  energy  into  the  very 
last."  Also  one  series  will  often  find  its  way  into  the  next 
theme.  For  example,  in  the  late  60s  she  was  working 
with  the  printed  image  of  a vest  as  both  a literal  object 
and  a metaphor  for  the  human  skin.  It  was  not  a large 
step  from  using  human  clothing  to  the  cover  for  objects, 
both  are  marked  by  time. 

In  fact,  the  most  consistent  thread  seen  connecting 
Goodwin's  works  is  the  human  body.  The  Swimmer 
series  depicts  figures  floating  on  the  surface  and  cre- 
ates tension  as  the  viewer  ponders  whether  the  figure 
is  moving  on  top  of  the  water  or  being  pulled  down 
through  it.  The  Swimmer  is  indicative  of  the  artist’s 
love  of  drawing,  of  erasing,  of  leaving  traces  of  the 
changes.  It  is  also  typical  of  the  insistent  ambiguity  of 
her  works  which  allows  many  levels  of  appreciation. 

The  National  Gallery  is  currently  exhibiting  her 
most  recent  works  including  the  Memories  of  the  Body 


and  Nerve  series.  Before  entering  the  exhibition  space 
you  can  view  a 14-minute  video  of  an  interview  with  the 
artist.  She  informs  the  listener  of  her  obsession  with 
the  news  media  and  how  she  copes  with  stories  of  polit- 
ical repression  and  senseless  inhumanity  by  working  in 
her  studio.  She  realises  that  she  is  not  going  to  change 
these  atrocities  but  a personal  exorcism  is  necessary  to 
relieve  the  sorrow. 

She  is  drawn  to  like-minded  writers  such  as  Franz 
Kafka,  Elie  Wiesel,  the  French  playwright  and  theorist, 
Antonin  Artaud,  and  recently  Carolyn  Forche.  Forche's 
saying  “How  long  does  it  take  for  any  one  voice  to  reach 
another?”  was  the  beginning  of  a series  of  works  using 
the  image  of  a Megaphone  to  announce  our  inability  to 
communicate  with  each  other. 

Her  latest  works  get  right  inside  the  body  using 
bones  as  part  of  a collage  with  drawings  and  found 
objects.  The  influences  on  the  artist  can  be  as  personal 
as  a friend  dying  of  AIDS.  A specific  incident  will  fre- 
quently spark  an  idea  but  rarely  does  she  actually 
depict  the  event.  The  Memorial  to  the  Holocaust  is  an 
exception.  The  spectator  is  constantly  aware  of  the 
presence  and  absence  of  life.  The  issues  and  feeling 
raised  in  Goodwins  work  are  never  easy.  Death,  dis- 
ease, decay,  AIDS,  alienation,  anguish,  human  frailties 
are  just  some  of  the  many  questions  she  explores. 

Betty  Goodwin  was  born  in  Montreal  in  1923,  where 
she  began  her  career  as  a conventional  artist  using  fig- 
ures, still  lifes  and  landscapes  as  her  subject  matter. 
Then  in  1969  she  began  to  challenge  that 
tradition, which  has  made  her  the  important  Canadian 
artist  she  is  today.  She  has  received  many  awards, 
including  the  Prix  Paul-Emile  Borduas  in  1986  and  The 
Gershon  Iskowitz  ( Ottawa  Jewish  Bulletin,  May  22, 
1995)  Prize  in  1995. 

The  present  exhibition  runs  until  May  12.

Great  Jewish  Women 

By  Elinor  and  Robert  Slater 

Jonathan  David  Publishers,  Inc.  1994 

353  pages  Ages  12  and  up. 

There  are  always  reasons  to  set  aside  self-imposed 
rules  at  least  temporarily.  One  of  my  rules  has  been 
not  to  review  books  I can’t  recommend  wholehearted- 
ly. My  normal  practice  is  to  write  a note  reminding 
myself  why  I decided  a book  is  “not  for  review”  and 
move  on. 

But  when  .1  tried  doing  that  with  Great  Jewish 
Women  the  book  gave  me  no  rest.  A niggling  voice  at 
the  back  of  my  mind  persisted  in  suggesting  that  1 
overlook  its  flaws  because  of  its  uniqueness. 

No  other  book  provides  Jewish  girls  with  such  an 
exceptional  range  of  role  models.  And  heaven  knows, 
even  in  this  enlightened  feminist  age  Jewish  girls 
need  access  to  information  about  Jewish  women  who 
strove  for  excellence  in  wide  ranging  fields  of  endeav- 
or. That’s  why  the  niggling  voice  finally  prevailed. 

Great  Jewish  Women  is  a reference  book  containing 
100  brief  biographical  profiles  and  41  briefer  “thumb- 
nail sketches”  of  high  performance  Jewish  women 
from  biblical  times  to  the  present. 

The  women  selected  for  the  book  are  an  interesting 
blend  of  familiar  and  unfamiliar  names:  Esther,  Golda 
Meir,  Ann  Landers,  Ruth  Prawer  Jhabvala,  for  exam- 
ple, compared  to  Glueckel  of  Hamelin,  Sarah  Schenir- 
er,  Ghana  Orloff  and  Annie  Leibovitz. 

The  women  excelled  in  such  varied  activities  as  bib- 
lical and/or  academic  scholarship,  business,  writing, 
photography,  fine  arts,  law,  politics,  scientific 
research,  medicine,  songwriting,  performing  arts, 
sports,  philanthropy  and  much  more.  Several  began 
Jewish  educational  programs  and  many  more  were 
well  ahead  of  their  time  in  advocating  for  social 
reforms. 

Their  places  of  birth  and  work  range  from  many 


parts  of  Europe,  South  Africa,  Canaan/Pale- 
stine/Israel and,  often  through  immigration,  the  Unit- 
ed States.  Unhappily,  not  one  Canadian  woman  is 
included  even  though  names  like  Lillian  Freiman, 
Miriam  Waddington,  Adele  Wiseman,  Erna  Paris,  Bar- 
bara Frum  and  a host  of  others  instantly  come  to 
mind. 

Each  profile  has  the  same  layout:  a descriptive  tag 
line,  a brief  summary  defining  the  time,  place  and 
field  in  which  the  woman  achieved  recognition,  three 
pages  of  more  detailed  - though  often  carelessly  orga- 
nized and  written  - information,  and  usually  a pic- 
ture. By  contrast,  the  "thumbnail  sketches”  are  pre- 
dominantly one  extended  paragraph  with  an  occasion- 
al picture. 

Although  it  is  possible  to  question  the  relative 
merit  of  some  of  the  women  included  in  the  book  - for 
example,  Adah  Isaacs  Menken,  “the  first  American 
actress  to  wear  flesh-colored  tights"  - or  whether  they 
should  have  been  in  the  profile  vs.  thumbnail  section, 
that’s  not  what  troubles  me. 

Rather,  the  book’s  major  problems  are  a combina- 
tion of  sloppy  writing,  negligent  organization  and  poor 
editing.  To  me  these  faults  translate  into  far  too  little 
respect  for  the  reader. 

For  example,  while  alphabetization  is  an  easy  and 
common  way  to  organize  a reference  book,  in  this  case 
it  is  not  user-friendly.  Readers  interested  in  a specific 
field,  say  song  writing,  or  a specific  time  period,  say 
the  1900s,  are  forced  to  search  page  by  page.  Organiz- 
ing the  biographies  by  field  and  date,  or  at  the  very 
least  indexing  them  in  this  manner,  would  have  been 
much  more  useful. 

That  organization  would  have  enabled  someone 
interested  in  science  to  turn  directly  to  the  section  on 
science  or  to  indexed  references  to  science  and  imme- 
diately discover  such  remarkable  women  as  Gertrude 
B.  Eiion,  Rosalind  E.  Franklin,  Rita  Levi-Montalcini, 
Lise  Meitner,  Judith  Resnick,  Miriam  Rothchild,  Lina 
Stern  and  Rosalyn  S.  Yalow. 

A second  disadvantage  to  alphabetical  order  for  this 
book  is  that  readers  who  don’t  know  what  they  are 
looking  for  or  who  want  to  read  every  profile  are 
bounced  from  one  time  period  to  another.  Few  teens 
have  a sufficient  sense  of  history  to  comprehend  such 
disparate  time  frames  let  alone  pick  up  on  the  impli-

cations  of  their  contextual  references. 

As  to  the  Jewish  dimension  of  these  women,  the 
authors  state  in  their  forward  that  when  being  Jewish 
is  relevant  to  a woman’s  achievements  it  is  mentioned. 

Unfortunately  I found  them  inconsistent  even  in 
this  unless  the  relevance  was  overwhelming  as  in  the 
case  of  Henrietta  Szold,  Gertrude  Berg  and  Ida 
Kaminska,  for  example.  Telling  me  that  someone  is  a 
rabbi’s  daughter  or  that  someone  goes  to  synagogue  on 
Yom  Kippur  really  doesn’t  cut  it. 

In  sum,  Sots  of  flaws  in  a book  that  fills  a major 
niche.  Nevertheless  it  has  the  potential  to  spark  an 
interest  and  offer  encouragement  to  Jewish  girls  moti- 
vated to  strive  for  excellence.  That,  too,  has  merit. 


No  Nuts  For  Me  is  an  engaging  story  told  from  the  per- 
spective of  a very  active  little  boy  who  doesn't  let  his  nut  aller- 
gy get  in  the  way  of  having  fun.  This  book  was  created  out  of 
author  Aaron  Zev/s  desire  to  find  a book  to  help  his  three- 
year-old  niece  cope  with  her  nut  allergy.  Upon  discovering 
that  such  a book  did  not  exist,  he  decided  to  write  one  himself. 

No  Nuts  For  Me  (Tumbleweed  Press)  is  geared  towards 
three  to  seven-year-olds  to  help  them  understand  safety  con- 
cerns about  nut  allergies. 

Corporate  sponsors,  Kraft,  Skippy  & Squirrel  Peanut  But- 
ter, Hershey  and  General  Mills,  have  lent  their  support  to 
this  children’s  book  promoting  safety  and  education  about 
this  serious  allergy.

Simple  or  fancy,  pies  are  perfect 


DONNA  KARUN 

I love  to  make  pies  and  tarts.  There  are  so  many 
combinations  one  can  put  together  to  fill  a pie.  You  can 
make  a double  crust  pie  encasing  sweet  fresh  fruit,  or 
one  crust  pies  and  flans  filled  with  nuts,  fruit,  even 
cooked  vegetables.  You  can  top  them  with  a crumb  top- 
ping, or  leave  them  as  is  or  cut  out  shapes  from  pastry 
and  decorate  the  tops.  And  always,  you  can  vary  the 
filling  to  make  a new  creation  that  becomes  a family 
favorite. 

Cranberry  Pear  Pie 

4 medium  pears  (Bose,  Bartlett,  Anjou) 

1 cup  sugar 
1/4  cup  flour 

1 tbsp  finely  grated  orange  peel 

1 tsp  ground  cinnamon 

2 cups  cranberries 
1 tbsp  or  so  cold  butter  or  margarine 
Pastry  for  double  crust  pie 
Glazed  nut  topping  (recipe  follows) 

Sweetened  whipped  cream  or  ice  cream  (optional) 

Peel,  core  and  slice  pears.  In  a mixing  bowl,  com- 
bine sugar,  orange  peel  and  cinnamon.  Add  pears  and 
cranberries  and  mix  well  to  combine.  Set  aside.  For  pie 
shell,  prepare  pastry.  Roll  out  slightly  more  than  half 
the  pastry  and  line  a 9”  pie  plate  with  it.  Fill  the  pas- 
try with  the  pear  mixture.  Dot  filling  with  butter  or 
margarine.  Trim  bottom  pastry  half  inch  larger  than 
pan.  Roll  out  remaining  pastry  and  cut  into  1/2”  wide 
strips.  Weave  on  top  of  filling  to  make  a lattice.  Press 
ends  of  strips  into  rim  of  bottom  crust.  Fold  bottom 
edge  of  pastry  over  the  top  edge  and  crimp  the  edges 
to  seal.  Cover  edge  of  pie  with  foil.  Bake  in  preheated 
375°  oven  for  25  minutes.  Remove  foil  and  bake  25-30 
minutes  more  until  crust  is  golden  and  filling  is  bub- 
bling. Spoon  topping  over  warm  pie.  Cool  on  wire  rack 


before  serving.  Serve  with  whipped  cream  or  vanilla 
ice  cream  if  desired.  Serves  8. 

Glazed  Nut  Topping 

1/2  cup  chopped  walnuts  3 tbsp  brown  sugar 
2 tbsp  margarine  or  butter  1 tbsp  milk 

In  a small  saucepan  combine  the  walnuts  and  butter 
or  margarine.  Cook  and  stir  over  medium  heat  until 
nuts  are  lightly  browned.  Stir  in  the  brown  sugar.  Heat 
and  stir  until  sugar  is  dissolved.  Stir  in  the  milk. 

Rhubarb  Raspberry  Pie 

1 3/4  cups  sugar 
6 tbsp  flour 

4 cups  fresh  rhubarb  or  frozen  * 

1 cup  raspberries 

1 medium  cooking  apple,  peeled  and  shredded 
Pastry  for  double  crust  pie 

In  a large  mixing  bowl,  stir  together  the  sugar  and 
flour.  Stir  in  the  rhubarb,  raspberries  and  grated 
apple.  Pour  into  a pastry  lined  9"  pie  plate.  Cover  with 
pastry  and  cut  slits  into  the  top  of  the  pastry  to  vent 
the  steam.  Seal  and  flute  the  edges  together.  Cover 
edges  with  foil  and  bake  in  preheated  375°  oven  for  25 
minutes.  Remove  foil.  Bake  20-25  minutes 
longer  or  until  top  is  golden  and  fruit  is  ten- 
der and  bubbling.  Cool  on  wire  rack.  Serves 
8.  (*If  using  frozen  rhubarb,  use  1/2  cup  of 
flour  instead  of  6 tbsp.  Toss  the  chopped 
rhubarb  with  the  sugar  and  flour  and  let 
the  mixture  stand  for  30  minutes  until  still 
icy  but  partially  defrosted.  Stir  well.  Gently 
fold  in  the  raspberries  and  apple.  Continue 
as  above  except  bake  for  50  minutes.) 

Remove  foil  from  edges  and  bake  10-20  min- 
utes longer  until  top  is  golden. 

Apple  Fig  Pie 

1/2  cup  sugar 
1 tbsp  cornstarch 

1 tsp  apple  pie  spice  (recipe  follows) 

6 oz  dried  figs,  stemmed  and  finely  chopped 
(1  cup  needed) 

1 cup  cold  water 

2 tbsp  honey 

1 tsp  finely  grated  lemon  peel 


2 tbsp  lemon  juice 

4 cups  thinly  sliced  peeled  apples,  about  1 1/2  pounds 
Pastry  for  double  crust  pie 
1 egg 

1 tbsp  water 

In  a saucepan,  stir  together  the  sugar,  cornstarch 
and  spice.  Stir  in  figs,  the  1 cup  water,  honey,  lemon 
peel  and  juice.  Cook  and  stir  until  thickened  and  bub- 
bly. Remove  from  heat  and  gently  stir  in  apples.  Line 
a 9"  pie  plate  with  half  the  pastry.  Pour  filling  into  the 
crust,  spreading  evenly.  Trim  pastry  to  the  edge  of  pie 
plate.  Preheat  oven  to  375°.  Roll  out  remaining  dough 
and  cut  out  shapes  from  it  to  vent,  or  make  slits.  Place 
on  top,  seal  and  flute  edges.  Place  cut  out  shapes  on 
dough  if  desired.  Beat  the  egg  with  1 tbsp  water  and 
brush  over  top.  Cover  edges  with  foil  Bake  for  25  min- 
utes. Remove  foil  and  bake  25  minutes  more  or  until 
golden  brown.  Cool  on  wire  rack  and  serve  with 
whipped  cream  or  ice  cream  if  desired. 

Apple  Pie  Spice 

1 tsp  ground  cinnamon  1 tsp  ground  allspice 

1 1/2  tsp  ground  nutmeg  1/4  tsp  ground  cloves 
Mix  together  and  use  as  needed.
